A Delicate Question. 


The question whether a legislator should be governed in his 


actions by his own judgment or by (he known wishes of his 
constituents when these and their representative take ilill'er- 
ent vieivs on a public mallcnJias always been one of interest, 
and one on which there will (ffjjbably always be differences of 
opinion. H is in reality a verySfine question and one not to be 
disposed of off-hand. 


In the broad sense legislators arc supposed to carry out the 


wishes of those who elect them to oflice, so far as these can be 
clearly ascertained, but there arc times when the electorate 
may not understand a specific question as well as docs the 
man who is dealing with it as the people's representative, and 
there may be a popular demand which the legislator knows it 
would be harmful to bow to. In such a case it must be no easy 
task for a public official to decide upo nthc course he shall take. 


A case of this kind has lately arisen in Missouri, whose state 


Democratic Committee called upon Senator Reed to support 
the League of Nations. To be sure, Mr. Reed is not in Ihe 
Senate to represent the State Democratic Committee, which 
makes the case somewhat different.from what it would be if 
the demand had been made by the people of the slate, and yet 
the general principle involved is the same. Senator Reed's 
personal views and convictions arc such that he cannot sup- 
port the League as it stands, and he elects to act upon his own 
judgment rather than obey the dictate of Ihe people he has 
: heard from at home. Such a situation has arisen many limes 


in the history of the country, as is perfcdly natural and un- 
avoidable under such a government as ours. A conspicuous 
case was that of John Quincy Adams' who, when as a senator 
from Massachusetts he was asked by the Legislature to act 
counter to his own convictions, immediately resigned, being 
unwilling to vole against the wishes of his state, as mani- 
fested through the Legislature, or against his. own judgment 
and convictions. 


A prominent newspaper in commenting on this subject says 


Ihe problem is one that will have to be settled, and settled 
soon. But this is much easier said than done. While it is true 
that legislators should give attentive hearing to the wishes of 
their constituents, as they are;very apt to do, it is also true that 
legislators should give 'attentive hearing to (he wishes of their 
constituents, as they are very apt'to do, i( is also true that there 
are times .when they are in a position lo judge of the right 
course to pursue .better than (he folks al home, who may be 
acting on Impulse and an insufficient knowledge of all the 
facts.- ' . .

This is a question which cannot be settled definitely one 


7 way or the other. Public officials and (he people who elect 


them must use judgment and each must make allowance for 
Ihe views of the other. In (he main, legislators will be only 
too ready lo respect and conform to the wishes of (he people 
they represent, but there arc times when if they are to do 
thcjr duty to Ihe best of their ability Ihey must be governed by 
their own judgment and consciences, even though they may 
suffer temporarily through being misunderstood. In the-long 
run (heir motives will be clear and their action honored. 


No cast-iron rule will do for cases of (his kind. It is the duty 


of representatives to represent, and they sometimes do this 
best when they base Iheir action on their own judgment and 
ftrst-liand knowledge of the matters at issue.

certain plnnts like'best—light or lienvy 
noil, full cxpp'stiro or pnrllal shade, 
ulumdant inolsturo or moderately dry 
toll, wlint ferllllzcrg produce tho best 
results, and so on.

nut! placed In the sun, tho bnso of 
the cuttings one nfter nnpllier turning 
black nnd the cuttings "damping" off, 
without tho gnnlener trying the pan 
of cultlngs In a slinded place, Iho cnse 
seems hopeless.
